Chairnan,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1957  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

In  general  our  statistics  compare  fairly  closely  with  those  for  England  and 
Whies  and  call  for  little  coianent. 

The  complete  absence  of  any  case  of  Diphtheria  and  for  the  second  year  In 
succession  of  Pollomyelltla  are  pleasing  features  as  Is  the  comparative  low  Incidence 
of  whooping  cough.  A hlgli  proportion  of  your  population  Is  now  Iniiiiunlsed  against 
these  conditions.  Measles  Incidence  Is  heavy  and  the  table  shows  the  Incidence  of 
Infectious  diseases  for  several  years  shows  how  marked  Is  the  Incidence  of  measles 
during  alternate  years.  Sonne  dysentery  notifications  amount  to  thirteen,  but  from 
the  Investigation  of  these  cases  It  Is  apparent  that  only  a sraall  proportion  of  cases 
are  notified.  The  incidence  In  the  y/hole  country  rises  each  year,  and  the  Increase 
Is  a real  one.  The  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  is  t’nat  our  standard  of  personal 
hi'clene,  both  In  the  home  and  outside,  provide  scope  for  considerable  Improvement. 

Although  our  own  figures  of  death  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  Inadequate  to 
confirm  an  Increase,  there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  figures  for  the  vifiiole  country  are 
Increasing  year  by  year,  and  tliat  the  connection  between  cancer  of  the  lung  and  tobacco 
consumption,  particularly  cigarette  smoking  Is  proven.  The  Minister  of  Health  lias 
accepted  the  need  for  warning  the  population  and  for  education  In  tlie  need  to  avoid 
tobacco  addiction,  particularly  In  the  young.  Local  Authorities  are  asked  to  under 
take  health  education  In  this  field,  yet  at  the  same  time  one  sees  on  every  liand 
affecting  advertisements  advocating  smoking,  television  programmes  are  Interrupted 
to  sponser  various  brands  of  cigarettes,  and  It  Is  difficult  to  forget  the  enoraous 
revenue  demnd  from  the  taxation  of  tobacco.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

A comprehensive  Domestic  Help  Service  is  In  operation  throughout  the  area,  and  arrangements 
for  assistance  can  be  made  through  the  County  Area  Health  Office,  Manor  Road,  Easingwold.

Applicants  for  Domestic  Help  are  Informed  that  a standard  hourly  cliarge  is  in  force,  but 
they  are  all  offered  the  opportunity  of  being  assessed  according  to  financial  circuiastances. 

The  charges  paid  vary  from  the  maximum  of  3/“  per  hour  down  to  the  minimum  charge  of  3/"  per  week. 
Assistance  can  be  provided  for  up  to  kk  hours  In  any  week,  but  the  number  of  hours  granted  Is 
dependent  on  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case.  Priority  is  given  to  the  provision 
of  help  in  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement,  and  cases  of  this  nature  normally  continue  for  two 
weeks.  In  the  Flaxton  area  there  Is  considerable  demand  for  assistance  to  cases  of  aged  and 
chronic  sick  persons  and  these  cases  are  usually  of  long  duration, 

INFANT  WELFAitS  CENTRES 

The  whole  area  Is  served  by  either  static  clinics  in  the  major  parishes  or  by  attendance  of  the 
Mobile  Clinic. 

The  County  Council  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Poods  and 
much  of  the  structure  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  Is  abolished.  By  utilising  volunteiry  helpers  at 
these  clinics  and  by  the  very  welcome  co-operation  of  several  tradesmen  In  the  area,  the  efficient 
supply  of  these  foods  has  been  maintained  at  very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayer.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 


1-ir.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  once  again  an  Annual  Report  upon  the  work 
curled  out  during  the  year  1957*  I would  apologise  at  the  outset  for  the  delay  In 
making  this  available. 

The  amount  of  work  which  has  had  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  has  been 
abnormally  heavy.  The  release  of  building  licensing  has  again  plunged  the  .authority 
Into  all  the  work  problems  and  Implications  of  a very  heavy  speculative  building 
prograiurae . 

Staffing  has,  if  It  Is  possible,  been  even  more  difficult  during  the  year 
than  usual.  The  two  technical  assistants  changed  during  the  year,  and  three  out  of 
five  clerical  staff  were  new.  The  conditions  have  been  such  as  to  cause  a great  deal 
of  anxiety  In  connection  with  the  general  administration  of  the  department. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  the  sympathetic  consideration  viilch  they  have  at  all  times  given  to  me  In 
the  many  difficulties  and  problems  which  are  met  with  so  frequently  In  the  day  to  day 
woiitlng  of  this  department.  I would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Hedd, 
the  Chief  Clerk  In  ray  office,  and  to  Miss  Prankett,  whose  knowledge  of  the  work  In  the 
department  has  been  of  such  great  value  In  the  midst  of  the  extraordinary  staff  changes 
which  have  had  to  be  coped  with  during  this  period.

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WATER  SUPPUES 


There  have  been  no  extensive  changes  In  the  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  wa^er  t« 
the  pepulatlon  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  some  slight  Improvement  In  the  supply  of  water  as  provided  to  the 
Council  In  bulk  from  the  York  Waterworks  Company  upon  completion  of  the  Slward's  How  Tower 
and  there  has  been  appreciable  Improvement  In  the  water  supply  at  peak  periods  In  the  parish 
of  Strensall  by  the  completion  of  the  laying  of  an  Interlinking  mnln  between  the  Lords  Moor 
Lane  and  Moor  Lane  mains  at  Strensall. 

The  area  Is  fully  served  with  water  mains  and  the  number  of  properties  not  taking 
advantage  of  the  mains  available  are  very  few  Indeed.  All  Inhabltated  properties  In  the 
area  have  a water  main  In  the  highway  at  the  point  nearest  to  them. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  pollution  of  water  In  the  mains  and  a tabular 
statSJent  of  samples  taken  Is  set  out  with  a typical  detailed  bacteriological  report. 

The  greatest  foreseeable  future  water  problem  will  be  the  question 
* of  existing  mains  and  services  being  found  to  be  In  need  of  greatly  Increased 
capacities  due  to  the  somewhat  rapid  growth  of  the  population  of  theriarea  coupled  with  a 
certain  amount  of  Industrial  demand  v^lch  will  add  considerably  to  the  strain  on  the 
existing  services. 

The  White  Paper  published  during  the  year  on  the  reglonallsatlon  of  water  schanes 
Is  one  v*ilch  will  present  local  authorities  with  a need  for  some  rather  heart  searching 
enquiry  and  consideration,  bearing  In  mind  that  Its  general  aim  In  effect  will  be  to  take 
from  local  authorities  control  of  their  v<ater  services.  As  I have  advised  the  Committee 
and  the  Council,  the  essential  need  Is  the  fullest  and  frankest  discussions  with  their 
nelgWbours  upon  the  best  approach  to  this  rather  Important  subject  and  that  such  discussions 
should  proceed  with  urgency  In  order  that  the  Ministry  may  be  presented  with  the  local 
authorities  carefully  considered  views  upon  It. 

Our  present  arrangement  of  combined  authorities  providing  water  In  bulk  with 
distribution  remaining  In  the  hands  of  the  Indlvldftal  authorities  Is  one  which  appears  to 
be  economically  sound  and  one  which  If  properly  developed  and  directed  would  seem  to  have 
much  to  commend  It  although  It  does  not  fall  Into  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  new  Paper.

REFUSE  COUiCTION  AND  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  has  been  no  untoward  difficulty  In  the  carrying  out  of  the  direct  labour  schetae  of  refuse  collection 
And  disposal  in  all  Parishes  In  the  Council's  area  during  the  year.  The  only  problem  met  with  In  connection  with 
the  service  of  particular  interest  is  the  one  vitlch  affects  all  services  In  the  council's  area  and  that  is  the 
tendency  to  overloading  of  the  service  duo  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district. 

I think  It  woild  be  no  modest  achievement  if  checked  by  available  statistics  to  have  been  able  to  continue 
this  collection  service  with  two  refuse  vehicles  only  during  the  year,  catering  as  they  do  for  approximately 
6,i|00  houses,  the  collection  being  a weekly  collection  of  boUi  refuse  and  salvage. 

The  maintaining  of  the  service  with  the  aid  of  two  vehicles  has  only  been  possible  by  the  brlidng  Into  operation 
during  the  year  under  review  of  a large  capacity  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  vrtilch  ms  first  brought  Into 
operation  In  January. 

The  re-arrangement  of  the  service  carried  out  In  the  late  part  of  1956  arxl  the  early  part  of  1957  was  again 
reaching  the  maxlraun  capacity  of  the  service  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  tove  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the  refuse  collection  service  during  the  year  apart  from  the 
complaints  which  are  from  time  to  time  received  as  to  the  collection  being  from  the  gate  of  the  properties.  The 
collection  of  refuse  from  the  door  of  older  residents  is  one  viilch  Is  appreciated. 

During  the  year  the  levelling  of  tips  had  to  be  changed  over  from  hand  levelling  to  levelling  by  mechanical 
means,  but  whilst  this  has  enabled  the  tipped  refuse  to  be  levelled  down  It  has  not  been  without  Its  difficulties.

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HOUSING. 

During  the  year  the  new  Housing  Act,  1957  and  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  were  brought  Into  operation.  Itiere 
was  no  particular  rush  for  certificates  of  Disrepair  so  far  as  this  area  vas  concerned  by  the  31st  December  1957* 

It  was  felt  in  this  particular  area  that  the  new  Act  In  fact  reduced  the  standard  of  housing  viilch  had 
up  to  Its  passing  been  considered  to  be  enforceable  In  this  district.  The  clause  under  the  old  Housing  Act  which 
required  a local  authority  to  take  Into  consideration  the  general  standard  of  housing  In  the  area  had  resulted  In 
a much  higher  standard  being  adopted  previously  than  was  found  to  be  possible  under  the  new  legislation  and  In 
fact  the  amended  standard  reduced  the  number  of  properties  considered  to  be  In  the  category  "not  repairable  at 
reasonable  cost"  from  276  to  118. 

Eight  houses  were  danollshed  during  the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  wtillst  nine  unfit  houses 
were  the  subject  of  Undertakings  by  owners  to  bring  up  to  the  housing  standard  requirements,  and  a further  three 
In  the  same  category  were  the  subject  of  undertakings  not  to  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

The  council  were  successful  In  adopting  throughout  the  area,  through  the  North  Riding  county  council,  the 
New  Streets  Act  of  1951.  in  keeping  with  many  other  authorities  who  have  adopted  this  Act,  It  has  been  found  to 
be  a particularly  complicated  and  rather  difficult  Act  to  operate  but  Its  general  objectives  are  sound  and  very 
necessary  to  have  In  an  area  such  as  this  where  private  development  Is  so  extensive.

The  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year  has  diown  a further  decrease  In 
number,  only  26  being  bompleted,  and  the  emphasis  has  been  switched  from  Local  Authority  building 
to  private  enterprise  building,  357  houses  being  completed  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise. 

The  total  number  of  houses  now  owned  by  the  council  at  the  end  of  the  year  ms  755  houses 
and  these  properties  present  no  small  problem  of  maintaining  and  management. 

The  submission  of  plans  shows  every  Indication  of  an  ever  Increasing  numer  of  houses  being 
erected  by  private  enterprise. 

Whilst  the  Council's  programme  of  Local  Authority  building  Is  drawing  to  Its  close  the  number 
of  housing  applications  whilst  going  down  to  Its  lowest  since  1946,  apart  from  1955,  ’Aiien  on 
re-regl  strati  on  the  nvunber  of  applications  was  reduced  to  I65,  there  v/as-a  tendency  to  the  list 
of  applicants  increasing  during  the  year  and  there  Is  a likelihood  of  the  number  of  applications 
on  the  waiting  list  increasing  during  the  coming  year.
